Speaking of the telegram sent by R. 
A. BeU to Vlnoberg yesterday, a re- 
port of which was published, the Prime 
Minister said at a Montroal meeting'. 
"If we have nothing more to fw than 
the quasl-rhotorical type of eloquence 
that Insphw messenger boys to sing 
the Kational Anthem, the motion will 
carry with ease. Our patriotism must 
be a deeper and broader one than the 
mere consideration of widows, orphans 
and financiers."

The second In the series of inter- 
collegiate debates was broadcast last 
T|lght over station CFCF. The .subject 
under discussion was "Resolved that 
the pioneer woman has contributed 
more to the welfare of the home and 
community than .has the . modem 
woman." . The afllrmàtive sij 
bate wa.s upheld by H. Campj 
and Norman M. McLeod, representing 
the University of New Brunswick, 
while Kenneth Baker and R. Wilson 
Becket of McClll presenled theh* 
arguments on behalf of the modem 
woman. O. S.^gd^^^^^ont- 
real,, acted" as^u3geSfPI|iP!PP? ' 

H. Campbell Perkin, leader of the 
affkmatlve, opened the debate by de- 
claring that before a comparison could 
b^ drawn between the pioneer and 
moidem woman, 'the enamel coating 
which covered the woman of today 
must be penetmted. The ploiiéer 
woman, he stated, was necessary to the 
very extotence. of the primitive settle- 
ment, for nothing could be accompUsh- 
ed without her presence. She ran the 
home, took care of : the farm stocic. 
made clothes, yam, soap, shoes, breads 
and n;any other things. Her presence 
was indtopensable in the early home, 
whereas^, because of the changed as- 
pect â|MÎmomic life, the place of thé 
modern woman in the home lean be 
easily done away with. All such work 
as the pioneer woman did to now done 
in the factories, and therefore the 
work of the individual modern woman 
Jn the home to negligible. 

' ^ Responsibility 
The speakér also stressed the point 
|hç^ U)$t pioneer woman had tio under- 
take thé resiransibllity of doctor, teach- 
er and spiritual advtoer to her children 
whereas the modem woman summoned 
à physiciani'wnt her ohl ldrehitg:a«hcoi 
ànd det>ended upon théi 
Sot ■ 
ifluënéK' 

The pioneer woman was a "real 
friend.- a friend in need," and she took 
utlaetlve part in communal life. Di- 
vorce,' so. characteristic of modem life, 
had no place in the life of. the pioneer 
woman; ; ' 

Kenoelh Baker 

Kenneth Baker of McGlIl, fkst 
speaker of the negative, stated that 
wherèàs both modern and pioneer 
Homes revolved about the mother, the 
similarity' ended there. The pioneer 
woman was concerned oiily with the 
material welfare of her family and 
home, and as a result of her Isolated 
life and lack of thne and opportunity, 
was unable to contribute anything to, 
the social and cultural wëlfiùre of her 
family. Nowadays, however. t)ecause 
of her widened interests, more exten- 
sive education and knowledge of the 
world, the woman In the home to better 
able to dh:ect> the social, moral ànd 
eultùral'development of her family.

Legality Of Case Will Never 
Be Brought biio Play 
Believed 

"TnOy the Maritlmer to â chronic 
complalner." "The Maritimes do hot 
exude self-pity!" These were tlie views 
presèhtËd consecutively by George M. 
Self and Reginald Stewart during a 
heated debate last night at the meet 
Ing of the Historical Club on ' "The 
Onkept- Promises of Canadian Con 
federation with Regard to the Mart 
time Provinces." 

"The Maritimes do not believe that 
It will be necessary for them to secede 
from Confederation," stated Stewart 
In hto address. "Xhey beUève that the 
people of tl>e other provinces will 
grant their demands' for Justice with- 
oui; the. quéstîo^^'Ç^ legal case enter 
Ing Into the situation. What they are 
gphig. to do is to present a formal 
demand to the Federal Government 
that what to expressed in the Con- 
federation documents be carried out." 

In SeU's optaila^^^^ùgritrouble 
with the Maritlmraw8K^^S?mythIcal 
double dealing of Canada, but their 
own Inertia. May It be hoped that 
rather than continually harping upon 
these non-exlstlpg, grievances they may 
take heart and themselves clean out

119^ |l^^ii|glit^^ 
acquaintance of Canadian politics will 
deny. But beyond this there to not a 
..shadow, of Justice.to the .claloDi74h»ti 
the Intercolonial Railway now merged 
in the C.NJI. has been mismanaged in 
a manner detrimental to Maritime in- 
terest— and the wholO' argument -falto 
to pieces," , ■ _ 

Continuing Self 'explained: ;"In the 
first place the misiiunagement of the 
OJNJt, has not been entirely in the 
dlirectlon of increasing' rates to the 
detriment of the Maritimes, The 
a government railway and 
political railway. There 
are many votes in the Maritimes.' The 
conclusion to axiomatic." ^ < ' 
"The Marltlmes 'iraluiati. asking such 
impossibilities." WMjmnwt's opinion. 
"They demand tb^BmnSl establish- 
ment of an -Atlantic overseas trade- 
route, and its continual operation 
through the Marithne pro\'inces.

Professor de Roure himself saw Ana- 
tole France several thnes durhig hto 
life. When he was just a youngster 
hto father pointed out the famous 
author to him. At {hat time hto hah: 
was unkempt, hto clothes were untidy, 
and he stuttered and stammered when 
he spoke. The author married a wom- 
an who was a little above hto class 
'and as a result she desptoed him, 
Eventually he divorced her. Soon, how- 
ever, he met another woman who 
taught him the manners of the times. 

'When thé war came, Anatole France 
Immediately tiled through hto writings 
to prevent hto countrymen from going 
to the front. He was accused of bebig 
afraid, and in spite of hto 70 years 
of age, he went to the War Office and 
presented himself °^ for. service. The 
:govérnment told -'hitn;; he cpidd help 
theniiby writing; agalim 'Germany and 
jjupportlng patriottom.-' He did thto 
and was very successful In hto venture. 

Thto author was no tlilniœr and no 
htotorlan but he 'was a good scholar 
and a great arttot.. Hto writings have 
a certain rhythm which. Is infectious 
to all students , of literature. A great 
arttot should riot die and therefore 
Anatole France will not die.
